Many and many a time there 
was that old Charon made ready, 
when Luke Wiiliamson was on 
some desperate flight behind 
Japanese lines; over some pad- 
dy of rice in China; above the 
great, frightening mass of the 

‘Himalayas, or dropping para- 

‘troopers in North Africa. 

' And well before that, there 

i'were many times when cld 

Charon pushed his craft out to 
pick up Luke Williamson—only 
to have to wait. Those were the 
years when Billy MacDonald, 
Luke Williamson and a fellow 
named Claire Lee Chennault lit- 
erally kept Army aviation alive. 
They “‘sold’’ it to the public and 
e lot of chuckle-headed Army 
brass which didn’t think fight- 
ers or air-support tactics should 
ever cut a figure in aviation. 


‘Three Men’ 


The three of them, Chennault, 
MacDonald and _ Williamson, 
were the “Three Men on @ 
Flying Trapeze’ team. ‘They 
flew all over the country at fairs 
and at big picnics. They flew 
wing to wing and did acrobatics, 
making the customers gasp, and 
bringing in a few recruits. 

Later, when Japan began to 
move toward China, Chennault, 
MacDonald and Williamson went - 
to China and started building the 
Chinese air force. Williamson 
came home to his family. But 
when the Japs struck at Pearl 
Harbor he went back in and 
flew transports. He made our 
first paratrooper drops in Africa. 
He went back to China and flew 
for Chennault, dropping supplies, 
guns, doctors, medicines and re- 

placements to guerrillas operat- 
ing in Burma and east China. 

He was always a calm, quiet 
man. Col. Johnny Virden, now an 

, editor of the Army Times in Wash- 

' ington, was on a C46 flying “The 
Hump” when the young pilot or- 
dered everyone to jump. One 
engine had quit and the other was 
heating up. Virden, who also was 
both freezing and heating up at the 
thought of jumping into the eter- 
nity of the Himalayas, was 
mightily relieved when Luke Wil- 
liamson got up and strolled up to 
the cockpit. 

_ Son,” he said, “I been fly- 
ing these here contraptions since 
before you was born. . . and 
I ain’t never had to jump out of 
one yet . . . now, if you’ll ease 
over I’ll nurse this here flying 
machine into Kunming... .” 

He did too, and got the dead 
engine going on the way. 

Chennault gave him his third 
Distinguished Flying Cross. 


End of War 


At the end of the war in China, 
Williamson could have had any 
money he wanted to stay there 
as chief pilot for Chennault’s 
civilian line. They were paying 
young pilots $1,200 in gold and 
all expenses. 

But Luke Williamson declined. 

“No,” he said. “I’m going 
back to Ninety-Six. (The South 
Carolina town of that name near 
which he was born.) I’m going 
to get me a farm and a gun. 
I’m going to lie in the shade and 
shoot every plane that flies over.” 

But everyone knew he wouldn’t. 
He had flown since the days of 
the old piano wire crates on 
through the days of jets, and he 
kept up all the way, never say-

Pentagon Starts 


Economy Drive 


WASHINGTON, March 19 W— 
Secretary of Defense Wilson today 
ordered a 12 per cent cut in the 
number of civilians and military 
people working in defense offices 
in the greater Washington area. He 
served notice that similar cuts will 
soon be extended to many head- 
quarters at home and abroad. 


The order specifically tells the 
Defense Department, the Army, 
the Navy and the Air Force to 
eliminate 6,414 jobs in the Wash- 
ington area within the 12 months 
starting July 1. The reduction is 
based upon a military and civilian 
payroll of 53,986 in that area, 
more than half of them in the 
Pentagon, at the end of last De- 
cember. 


DRIVE CONFINED 


The manpower economy drive 
does not affect combat strength 
in the field anywhere, but is spe- 
cifically confined to major head- 
quarters involved in administra- 
tive and office work. 


Also specifically excluded from 
the mandatory cut are such agen- 
cies as the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
the North Atlantic Treaty offices 
here and the Court of Military’ 
Appeals. Those three agencies| 
now employ a total of 644 people, 
military and civilian. 


WATCHES LOOPHOLES

CHARGES SET 


The idictment, returned be- 
fore Federal District Judge 
Richmond B. Keech, charged that 
Hoffa and Fischbach conspired 
to pay New York Attorney John 
Cye Cheasty “a large sum of 
money” if he would obtain em- 
ployment with the Senate commit- 
tee and obtain access to its files. 

As part of the conspiracy, it 
said, Cheasty was to ‘“‘secretly re- 
veal and divulge’’ to the two de- 
fendants committee ‘‘plans and in- 
tentions.”” He also would turn 
over to the pair committee ‘“‘docu- 
ments, papers and memoranda.” 

The indictment listed 24 overt 
acts allegedly committed by 
Fischbach and Hoffa. They in- 
cluded a charge that Hoffa paid 
Cheasty $1,000 in Detroit last Feb. 
13 at a meeting arranged by 
Fischbach.

*‘Maybe this one has his stinger 
stuck or his burner bruised,” I 
thought. 

Tried another one, just a little 
smaller. Same crawling, same 
exploring, no burn. 


SLITS THE SKIN 


In placing some props for the 
photographer to illustrate size, 
several more crawled around on 
my hands. I blew them off, as I 
would any other ant; still no burn. 

The ants will bite, however. 
There is plenty of entomological 
proof, even with descriptions of 
how the ant first slits the skin 
and then with a doubling of his 
body, squirts his “‘fire’’ into the 
microscopical opening. 

The ants, an unwelcome import 
from South America, have reach- 
ed pest proportions in some South

Marshals Sales Probe 
Should Be Thorough Job 


The grand jury apparently is attempt- 
ing a thorough job in getting the facts 
about charges concerning irregularities in 
marshals sale. Sol. Gen. Paul Webb said 
Monday that sales records of Fulton Civil 
Court which appear to have been altered 
will be given to the State Crime Labora- 
tory for examination. 

The laboratory is being asked to try to 
find out if figures on the records which 
seem to have been erased can be made 
visible through chemical treatments. 

This procedure is commendable. Ques- 
tions arising out of the suspension and 
resignations of two deputy marshals 
should be answered, if possible. If there 
has been wrongdoing over a period of 
years, the jury should try to get to the 
source and indict the guilty parties. 

The announcement yesterday that the 
jury is “determined” to correct any and 
all irregularities is encouraging. 

It is quite evident that bookkeeping 
methods of the sales have been slipshod 
and lax. Surely some system can be set 
up which would eliminate the danger to 
hapless debtors as has been shown to 
exist. 

It is incredible that such a situation 
could have existed this long without reme- 
dial action. The jury should do a thor- 
ough job and develop conclusive facts.

Creation of Board on Health of the President 
Urged To Judge Chief Executives’ ‘Fitness’ 


Atlanta — Again the question of 
who shall exercise the duties of 
the presidency of the United States 
when the President is physically 
or mentally disabled temporarily 
arises. The stumbling block is, of 
course, politics and the solution 
lies in the creation of a strong pub- 
lic opinion that would condemn bit- 
terly any men who used the un- 
fortunate situation to their advan- 
tage. No system will work without 
that. 

The actual decision should be by 
nonpartisan professional men. 

There should be authorized a per- 
manent Board on the Health of 
the President consisting of the 
president of the American Medi- 
cal Assn. and at least two or not 
more than four additional special- 
ists to be named by him. They 
should recommend as to when the 
President is unable to function and 
their report shauld be filed with a 
governmental board. 


The governmental board may ac- 
cept the recommendations of the 
médical board or it may demand 
one reconsideration and the sum- 
moning of additional experts to be 
named by the medical board. 

The vice president or the speaker 
of the House or the president of the 
Senate, whoever is in line, shall 
then assume the duties with full 
powers but as acting president un- 
til the medical board shall recom- 
mend to the governmental board 
that the President is able to re- 
sume his duties.

These discouraging reverses in 
the war on traffic accidents have 
prompted Paul Jones of the Na- 
tional Safety Council to say that, 
having failed to conquer the Grim 
Reaper, we should turn to busi- 
ness and industry ‘or help. He 
suggested that their know-how and 
resources may well be the secret 
weapon to win the fight against 
highway accidents. 

.Here in Georgia, we apparently 
have discovered an effective wea- 
pon—and it isn’t a secret one. It 
is simply more concentration on 
police work done in patrolling our 
highways.

Montgomery Bans All Integrated Athletics | 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 
19 (‘®—The Montgomery city com- 
mission today passed an ordi- 
nance to prohibit racial integra- 
tion in all athletic events in Mont- 
gomery and making it a misde- 
meanor to violate the ordinance. 

Introduced by Police Commis- 
sioner Clyde Sellers, the new law 
was approved unanimously by the 
three commissioners, all of whom 
are members of the White Citi- 
zens Council. 

The ordinance prohibits racial

tion of. a scientific, literary or 
other achievement you would have 
performed anyway the prize or 
award is considered @ gift and is 
not subject to the tax. 

Most scholarships and fellow- 
ships are exempt from tax, unless 
they are paid as compensation for 
services and resear¢h. If your son 
or daughter won a &cholarship you 
do not have to coynt the scholar- 
ship in figuring support to deter- 
mine whether you can claim him 
or her as a dependent. 

Sick benefits generally are not 
taxed as income. In addition to 
the deduction allowed for medical 
expenses there are other benefits 
which the tax law permits. The 
following items may be received 
tax-free from your employer or 
his insurance company: 

1. Payment for medical 
expenses. é‘ 

2. Payment for permanent in- 
jury. 

3. Payment under Workmen's 
Compensation law. 


4. Payment up to $100 per week 
for loss of wages while you are 
absent due to injury or sickness, 
except that the first week’s pay 
is taxable’ unless you are absent 
because df an injury or are hos- 
pitalized {for at least one day. 


‘SICK PAY’ BENEFTIS 


This item is important and 
relatively new in U.S. law. The 
State of Georgia does not recog- 
nize this exclusion for state re- 
turns. If ‘“‘sick pay” benefits from 
your employer are included in the 
wages shown on your withholding 
slips, you should subtract the prop- 
er amount from your income in 
the place provided on the first 
page of the tax return, form 1040. 
| Attach an explanation as described 
in the instruction book. You may 
‘exclude this amount even though 
you do not itemize your deductions. 

You are allowed a deduction for 
medical expense beyond 3 per 
cent of your adjusted gross income 
on your federal return. On the 
State of Georgia return the de- 
duction is limited to that amount 
beyond 5 per cent. If you, or 
your husband or wife, are 65 or 
over the 3 per cent limitation on 
the federal return and the 5 per 
cent limitation on the State of 
Georgia return does not apply. 

In itemizing the various medi- 
cal expenses you may deduct pre- 
miums for health, accident, hos- 
pitalization and medical insurance, 
but you must reduce your medi- 
cal expenses by the amount of any 
benefits received from such in- 
surance,

You may exclude the first $50

The credit is not just another 
deduction from income—it is ac- 
tually subtracted from your tax. 

For example, if you received $1,- 
050 in dividends last year you can 
exclude $50 irom your taxable in- 
come and subtract $40, 4 per cent 
of $1,000, from the tax you would 
overwise pay.

It was humiliation enough to my children that we didn’t have 
a television set but they simply couldn't bring themselves to con- 
fess the most shameful truth of all: Mama lost it!

idea of calling that repair man but it always seemed more prac- 
tical to go to a friend’s house. (This is practical in many ways 
if you time your visit right. Hardly anybody has nerve enough to 
sit down to a meal without asking you to share it, I find.) 


But it,wasn’t altogether satisfactory because, although it kept 
the children out of the house a great deal, it was fast alienating 
our television-owning friends. So one day in a brash and profligate 
mood I decided to call the repair man and ask him how he was 
coming with our sick set. 

Does anybody have an idea how many television repair men 
there are in Greater Atlanta? 

There are exactly 10 pages of television repairmen’s numbers 
in the yellow section of the phone book. They run all the way from 
telescopes to temperature regulators and tennis court constructors, 
And not one of them ever heard of me and my television set! 

I tried the brisk, business-like approach, taking it for granted 
that I had the, man who had my television set. I wheedled and 
cajoled and apologized for the passage of time—all to no avail. 
You would think that a television set picked up three or four 
years ago was on a par with an Edison phonograph, pitifully old- 
fashioned and antiquated—even if they had it. And none of them 
did. Besides, they pointed out, I surely had a receipt for it or at 
least a card bearing the repair man’s name and address? 


There’s no use letting every television repair man in Atlanta 
know that you are the kind of housewife who keeps all kinds of 
little slips of papers and cards—but all the wrong kinds, That’s 
like confessing to a department store that you never can find a 
sales slip or to the bank that you lost your deposit slip. 

So I rented a television set. 


For a week and a half we’ve had one In the house and I declare 
it’s exactly like having some monstrously talky old lady cousin 
living with you. It never shuts up. Wherever you go the sound of 
its voice follows you—accusing, confiding, berating, or just prat- 
tling. I've heard more musical commercials, more idiotic jokes 


and more drama of the oh-god-the-pain-of-it school than I imag- . 


ined this world held. My conversation with the children has become 
limited to five words: ‘‘Supper’s ready’”’ and ‘““Turn it DOWN.” 

Still I marvel at the good things that are to be seen and 
heard. It’s true I burned the soup looking at an excellent British 
movie. I hate to miss the news. There are some programs that 
come so close to being good that you pass up your bed and your 
book to spend half an hour or an hour just to be sure you’re not 
missing anything. 

The children, pointing to the rental fee, assure me that it’s 
expensive for us not to look at the television—and I’m torn. I could 
send it back tomorrow. In fact I probably will—but I’d better look 
at the programs first.

Mother Bosses the Family 


By DOROTHY RICKER 


Dear Mrs. Ricker: 


I am a 17-year-old boy ‘and a senior in high 
school. I am fairly well liked, get better than 
average grades, hold several honorary positions 
in my school, have an excellent job in which I 
make little money, but gain valuable experience 
for my future. 


I participate in many school activities, don’t 
smoke or drink, but I have a miserable home 
life. I have a lot of friends but my parents think 
I am “‘impossible.”’ Naturally, I do not agree. 

Mother ‘“‘wears the pants’’ in the family and 
works outside the house. As a child she had to 
live in poor surroundings, with little money and 
it seems as though she wants the same for me. 
Mother and I disagree, mostly on two things— 
‘‘How much work should a 17-year-old senior high 
boy do at home’”’ and, ‘‘Should he be allowed to 
use the family car?’”’ 

I do a good share of the daily household 
chores, including washing dishes twice a day. 
I think I should be allowed to use the car, at least 
occasionally. Mother flatly refuses to let me. 

My dad should (but doesn’t) have a say. He 
often takes my side but is quickly shut up by 
mother. In school I have learned tat family dif- 
ferences should be discussed, but here it is im- 
possible. Mother refuses to have any kind of 
social life and she’s “‘always right’”’ in her own 
mind. I really feel sorry for her because she 
does work hard. 

Our family has an average income and a nice 
home, but mother is not enjoying life now any 
more than she did when she was' a child. I’m 
becoming frustrated and wonder what I should 
do. Should I work around the house and do the 
dishes? Should my parents allow me to use the 
car? I value your opinion and would appreciate 
a quick reply. 


As you requested, several identifying parts of 
your letter have been deleted. It appears that 
your mother is a thoroughly bitter, disillusioned 
woman who, because of her unhappy childhood 


and marriage, has many personality ‘‘scars’’ 
which may never really heal. Her hidebound re- 
strictions and lack of tolerance for the opinions 
of others are the results of her unhappy life and, 
unfortunately, it seems you are a victim of her 
bitterness. 

Speaking as a mother of a son, I think she is 
wrong in believing you should have it tough 
just because that has been her lot in life. 

I think she should be very proud of your ac- 
complishments and should encourage your ambi- 
tions in every way possible. 

You should be willing to help around the 
house, but your sister and father should do their 
part, too. In fact, since your mother has to work, 
the whole family should “pitch in” and work 
together as a team so no one individual will have 
to do more than his, or her, share. 

If you are trustworthy and have a license to 
drive, you should be allowed to use the family 
car. But, judging by your letter, I doubt that you 
can change your mother’s mind about this or any 
other matter. I suppose there is some justifica- 
tion for her attitude in view of her life-long feel- 
ing of insecurity. 

It won’t be long before you will be on your 
own and, in the meantime, you should make al- 
lowances for your mother’s harshness and be as 
tolerant as possible. After all, in spite of her 
faults, she apparently has contributed a great 
deal to the family, at least financially, 

After reading your letter, I am convinced 
you are a boy who has what it takes to go far 
so start looking forward to the shaping of your 
own life and make a determined effort to realize 
your ambitions. 

Since you want to be a professional man, I 
hope yow can make arrangements to enter ecol- 
lege in the fall. If your family cannot help you, 
there are senelarehipe available for boys of your 
intelligence. 

Do not allow the unpleasant situation at home 
to get you down. Do your part and strive to build 
a future which holds a happier, more meaningful 
- than that which your parents have had. Good

It is not our purpose to sug- 
gest that slavish compliance 
with partner’s signals in defense 
of an adverse contract is always 
indicated, but such signals should 
not be disregarded on a mere 
whim. Sometimes, to be sure, a 
defender has in his possession 
certain data which is not avail- 
able to partner. 

In such cases, he is privileged 
to choose a line of defense which 
is more effective than the one 
partner has in contemplation. 
Today’s hand offers ans example 
of a case in which East made an 
altogether intelligent signa] which 
West justifiably overrode because 
he had pipe lines of his own, 

North took no chances on being 
dropped somewhere along the 
line and went all the way to four 
hearts. 

West opened the ace of dia- 
monds. East played the deuce. 
West then shifted to the ace of 
clubs and East contributed an- 
other deuce. From his stand- 
point, a club continuation did not 
appear advantageous, inasmuch 
as he could visualize the defeat 
of the contract if his king of 
spades could be established be- 
fore his king of clubs was dis- 
lodged. 

Had West sheepishly followed 
the dictates of his partner and 
shifted to a spade, declarer would 
no doubt have run home with his 
contract. But West did some 
thinking for himself. 

Even if East held the king of 
spades, which his play indicated, 
declarer could still not be pre- 
vented from winning the hand, 
for the defense would cash only 
one diamond, one club, and a 
spade. West’s continuation of the 
club was based not on obstinacy, 
but on the conviction that he 
knew something which East did 
not—namely: that East’s king of 
spades might not live and that 
the contract, in any event, could 
not be defeated unless East held 
the king of clubs. 

When East won with the king, 
he had no choice but to return 
the suit for the game saving ruff.
